WILL SEND MAILS TO 


GERMANY BY SUBMARINE 


Arrangements Being Made by 


Postoffice Department Call For 


Regular Shipments. 


The postoffice department Is prepared 


to accept a proposal, submitted by 
Count Berustorff, the German ambas- 
sador, that mails between this coun- 
try aucl Germany be transported in 
merchant submarines. Announcement 
to this effect was made by Otto Prne- 
jjar, second assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. 


The proposal is that not more than 


300 pounds of first class lettter mail be 
carried by each German merchant sub- 
marine leaving an American port at 
the regular steam liner rate. The sug- 
gestion was made that submarine maii 
be placed in special containers, but the 
postolllce authorities rejected that, say- 


ing the mails could only ba handled 
with the regular equipment. 


German officials hope that the plans 


can be completed In time for tho 
Deutschland to carry the first mail 
shipment on her second return voyage.

Frozen Desserts 


Dainty Frozen Pudding.—One qnarfc 


of very ripe blackberries, two ctipfuls 
of water, one 'and one-halt cupfuls of 
sugar, a pinch of salt, ono tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice, one-fourth cupful 
granulated tapioca, one cupful of whip- 
ped cream. Cook and mash the black- 
berries through a very fine strainer. 
Add the sugar and salt. Boll the tnpi- 
ocn In the two cupfuls of water until 
clear. When cold add the blackberry 
nnd lemon Juice and freeze. 


Frozen Currant and Easpberry Punch. 


—Two cnpfals each of ripe currants 
nnd rasp-berries, ttvo cupfuls of sugar. 
two cupfula oS water, half cupful of 
orange Juice. Crush currants and' put 
them into an agate saucepan -with ono 
cupful of water. Boil for three min- 
utes and mash through a fine strainer. 
Mash raspberries and cover with one 
cupful of cold water. Boll the sugar 
nnd water for three minutes and cool. 
Freeze. 


Frozen Banana PudcHnff.—Tntee cup- 


fuls of milk, one-fourtli cupful of corn 
starch, one-half tenspoonful of salt, 
two cupfuls of mashed bananas, one 
cupful of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
leuion Juice. Tut the milk on in a 
double boiler. When hot add the corn 
starch, sugar and salt, mired with cold 
milk until smooth. Cook for twenty 
minutes. AThen cold add tbe bananas. 
The lemon juice is added just before 
closing the freezer. Freeze. 


Frozen Caramel Custard.—One quart 


of milk, two cupfuls of sugar, one-half 
tenspoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
maple flavoring, two eggs, four table- 
spoonfuls' of comstarch. 
Heat the 


milk in a double boiler. Mix the corn- 
starch with a little cold milk, two eggs 
well beaten and one cupful of sugar. 
Add salt. Cook for ten minutes. Ona 
cupful of sugar is melted and sllgbtly 
burned. 
To It add half a cupful of 


cold milk and add to the custard. 
When cold add the flavoring and 
freeze.
